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Beef or Milk? - 


By L. R. Park, Jefferson, Maine - 


______ FALLY it is up to each one to make his own decision, and 
j ~ this booklet is simply to give you a few suggestions that 
may help in making your plans for the future. 

First of all, there is no doubt that milk will pay larger 
profits per cow than beef, that is if the milk is sold from 
a heavy producing cow, either as milk or butter and veal 
or pork, the income will be more than from a beef cow. 
sc BUT, there are quite a number of farms where help is 
not plenty, where the women folk are not equal to the daily grind 
of caring for the milk and utensils, and also a good many farms 
where the milking night and morning, 365 days in the year is really 
the millstone that is breaking the spirit of the father or his sons, or 
both, and a good many boys have left the farm for no other reason 
than the positive horror to them of that milking job that is never 
done. 

The east must awaken to the task of feeding itself, and live- 
stock keeping is the only salvation. The farms now neglected must 
be restocked with some kind of livestock, the boys must be kept at 
home, and the query is “how?” 

Our answer is that if the boys knew that the necessity of milk- 
ing was a thing of the past, that as much or more money can be 
obtained with the same amount or less labor, that they could go on 
a vacation for a week or two and return with no chores to do, the 
calves having done the milking and growing like weeds with prac- 
tically no attention, would not the farm life look more attractive to 
them ? 

And again, suppose these same beef cattle are registered stock, 
and are exhibited to admiring neighbors at home and at the local 
Fairs, is not the pride of having some stock that is better than the 
neighbors’ going a long way toward making him contented ? 

It is nearly impossible to create that full feeling and pride of 


ownership in a lot of scrub cattle that are no better, and may be 
some worse than the ones near by. 

Give the boy your confidence and quit being a pessimist. Talk 
of your farm and its possibilities, your town, your neighborhood, 
your county, your State and your country. Be a booster and not a 
knocker. Discourage his leaving the farm, and show him that an 
honorable and lucrative living lies right on the old farm, with the 
help that you can give him. 

If you have a good dairy herd, plenty of help in the house and 
out, a ready market for your products and you are keeping all the 
stock you can pasture and feed through the winter, we should say 
to you “Do not change; you are all right,” but by all means if you 
are not already doing so, breed pure bred dairy cattle for the added 
satisfaction and money returns, but under no circumstances should 
you use a grade or scrub bull in your breeding. That is true wheth- 
er you are in dairy or beef production. 

Given properly arranged buildings and watering facilities, a 
man will care for a hundred head of beef cattle as easily as ten 
head of dairy cows. 

After grass starts in the spring, there is really no care of the 
herd—cows, calves, yearlings, all being turned out to pasture, and 
the young stock should make gains of from 300 lbs. to 500 lbs. each 
per season. Thus the labor then consists for the summer season of 
caring for the ensilage and field corn, together with haying and 
harvesting—a very differnt proposition from carrying a herd of 
dairy cows. 

Many farmers; in fact very many, too many. trim their herds 
to the point or number that they can care for easily, and the result 
is that the farms are growing up to bushes and the hay fields com- 
ing into weeds for the lack of plowing. Very much more time could 
and would be devoted to farm improvements if the morning and ev-

By all means, build if you have not already a silo; this will in- 
crease the carrying capacity of your farm 33 per cent to 100 per 
cent; then raise enough corn or other forage crops to fill it. 

Raise a good sized field of Indian corn to ripen, putting the 
stalks into the silo during the winter after husking the ears, wetting 
it as cut. Plant also a fair acreage of barley; this works well as a 
fattening ration for hogs or cattle, and the straw is very useful in 
caring for the cattle curing the winter. 

Of course you are a good farmer and are already producing all 
the clover, alfalfa, soy beans or other legumes that you can handle. 

Remember that the “gold mines,” or “easy money” on the east- 
ern farms are the pastures, and that you should winter all ycu can 
feed and feed well, hiring outside pasturage if you have nct enough 
on the home place. 

At the going rates in the east, rented pasturage makes beef 
gains at from 1c to 2c per lb. You know what the prevailing price 
for beef is, and this gives you an idea of the possibility of profit. 

The winter ration should be what is known as a maii.tcnance 
ration for all the breeding stcck, feeding grain only in a limited 
way to the steers and calves, the first winter, full fceding them on 
grass the second summer, and marketing them in the fa!l when 
from 18 to 24 months of age. In this way ycu can get the maximum 

ains, and it gives you barn room and carrying capacity for more 
reedinz stock. 

The stock cattle, heifcr calves, yearlings, two year olds and old 
cows should have all the ensilage they will eat twice a day, and one 
foddering of good hay per day. On this ration, they will make satis- 
factory gains without grain, and the cost of wintering is reduced 
to the minimum. 

Housing 


Open sheds with dry sleeping quarters, free from draughts will 
be found most satisfactory, and reducing the labor to a great ex- 
tent. Don’t try to keep them warm. They will be much healthier 
if you do not. 

Make every pound of fodder you can, and clear up and extend 
your pasturage to the limit. Lime your soil, if it needs it, and prac- 
tically the entire eastern country needs lime for the highest state 
of production of legumes, clover, soy beans, alfalfa, ete. 

How to Change and at the Same Time Continue the Income. 

If your dairy herd is made up of good sized cows, use a beef 
bull; veal the males the first year, buying other calves of good size 
and promise as the male calves are marketed. Thus, each dairy 
cow that produced a male calf should fatten three or four veals 
during the season. Let the heifer calves stay on the cows until 
weaning time in the fall. In this way, you have a half herd of beef 
heifers the first season. The next year continue the same method. 
The third year sell half the dairy cows, and steer all the male calves. 


The fourth year market the balance of the dairy eo 
third year steers as beef. In this way you have the ence Sell the 
and have cut out most of the labor incidental to the dairy hea” 

Of course the shorter method weuld be to sell the dairy } 
and replace with a herd of grade or thoroughbred beef animel herd 
we have suggested the method that will insure the least disteee™ 
to the annual farm income. ce 

Still another method would be to continue one- : 
herd and put in a half herd of beef females. half the dairy 

We do not advise the raising of the beef calve : : 
unless one has an abundance of it, meaning two or three tau 
amount commonly fed to a dairy calf. By this we do not mean 0 : 
feeding, but giving it all it will take up to the age of four rete 
months—and that means a lot of milk. six 

The above described simple methods, carefully carried out will 
be found great labor savcrs and farm savers, retaining the interest 
in the farms of the coming generation of boys, and insuring the pr 
a supply of beef that will at least feed itself.

Farms can be purciased at one-half the cost of the buildings with 
the land as a bonus, in many cases with encugh wond and timber on 
them to more than one-half pay the original ccst when marketed 

Land in the west sells for ten times the eastern price, and can 
raise little or no better crops, has no such climate, railroads, markets 
or roacs; and the pastures of the east would be a wonder to the 
westerner who expects the pasture to fade away on a large part of 
the western range country during the summer months. 

The cast can produce beef for less money than any other section 
of the country; it is its own market; and its markets are going to 
be still furthcr enhanced by another raise in freight rates, all of 
which should be taken advantage of by us of the east. 

We have not said anything abcut the comparative merits of 
the different beef breeds. When you are ready to make your seler. 
tion, let us help you, but be sure and pick the breed that you like 
best, and then stick to it, be it Shorthorn, Hereford or Angus; don't 
jump in this year and out again two years from now. 

We selected the Angus on their record of having won over all 
breeds at the International Fat Stock Show at Chicago, 13 out of 16 
times, for the best fat carload, and 15 out of 16 times on the best 
fat carcass. 

They seem to have all the good points of the other breeds as 
to hardiness, ability to rustle a living under hard conditions, and 
a high state of health engendered from the hill pastures and scanty 
rations of Scotland where corn is not common and the winter ration 
is more likely to be turnips and straw. 

The absence of horns still further commends them to the 
thoughtful breeder—hornless cattle are much less quarrelsome and 
cannot harm one another; there is no boss in the herd and that is 
another reason why they fatten easier. 

We hope we have started a train of thought that may lead to 
something helpful to you. If we have 
not anticipated your questions, or have 
suggested questions, let us hear from

can to stimulate the raising of beef; and 
whatever breed you select, fecd and tend 
it well, improve your stock and the breed 
to the best of your ability; get the most 
out of your farm, and if you can handle 
it (and you surely can on the beef basis), 
buy the adjoining farm, and run the two 
together.

Florida Man Proves That It Does Not 
Pay to Feed Ticks 


G. T. Kennard, one of Florida’s lead- 
ing Angus breeders from Newberry 
showed an interesting dcmonstration at 
the State Fair in the shape of two An- 
gus heifers. One heifer was_ thirteen 
months old and was tick infested while 
the other was not quite seven months 
old but was raiscd under tick free con- 
ditions. In spite of the difference in age, 
the tick free heifer was considerably 
larger than the other, which was certain- 
ly very conclusive evidcnce that it doesn’t 
pay to feed ticks. Mr. Kennard also 
showed a first cross Angus grade year- 
ling weighing seven hundred pounds 
against a four year old piney woods steer 
that would not weigh much over three 
hundred pounds ard to say the least the 
contrast was startling. 
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‘The Aberdeen-Angus Breed of Cattle 


By Dr. H. M. Brown, Christmas Number, Canadian_Farmers’ Advocate. 


N attempting to write with proper restraints about one’s 
own choice of breeds, if full justice is to be done in the 
interest of the subject in hand, it becomes at once diffi- 
cult to aquit one’s self well and satisfactorily in an hon- 
est desire to extend proper courtesy to one’s confreres, 
who champion the fortunes of the other great breeds of 
cattle. 

Thus if the writer speaks truly, according to the 
facts, as he finds them, he may lay himself open to captious com- 
ment by partisans of the opposing camps as not having acted 
squarely to all concerned. . 

All readers, however, who shall do me the honor of following 
these lines know, and they know that I know, the wonderful merits 
of the two other great beef breeds which, added to the Aberde2n- 
Angus, go to make up the principal body of beef producing animals 
of this continent. a 

So, it stands to reason that it would be futile for me, even if I 
so desired, to try to discredit the well established merits of other 
breeds; for that would be as if to argue one’s self unknown and to 
belittle whatever of good might come from a:clean declaration of 
those qualities possessed by his favorites, which, by comparison, 
mark their superiority over others of the species. 

There are, beyond doubt, standards of superiority among ani- 
mals of all classes and for all purposes; no matter how varied, there 
must be standards of 
excellence that serve as 
indexes for determining 
whether or not they 
possess qualities that 
make easy of attain- 
ment the purpose for 
which they are design- 
ed. 

The milking animals 
have certain conforma- 
tions tending to discov- 
oy them as being more 
yr less profitable the 
nearer, or more remote- 
ly, they aggregate these 
qualities to an accepte 
standard; that for draft 
animals, by common ac- 
ceptation, is fixed and 


constant. The breed bi RA 
which natiurally ‘ +4 eae ‘ .

as a breed characteris- 
tic, possesses great ad- 
vantages over other 
breeds that have to be 
mauled into shape by a 
long series of matings 
and misfittings by a 
tiresome and doubtful 
succession of selections. 

So also it is in the mutton bearing animals. The Southdown 
and the Shropshire are breeds which possess a natural and normal 
conformation approaching the Approved mutton type, at once and 
by right of inherited symbol, out of which it would be difficult to 
breed them by any kind of reasonable selection. 

But the Hampshire and the Oxford tend to breed away from 
the low station and broad levelness, necessary to profitable mutton 
production, and must be kept hammered back into line by an ever 
watchful and eager care, else they will revert to the leggy angular- 
ity, common to their antecedents. 

Such animals require great care to keep fixed the type that 
proves most kindly to the design of making meat out of the high 
priced animal foods of the present day. 

The processes necessary to maintain permanence and consist- 
ency of type for a given purpose in a breed of animals which has 
not those qualities as a fundamental, essential inheritance, always 
prove costly and elusive. 

Revertion to the original, in large measure, and the breaking 
up into variations of type, invariably follow relaxatica of vigilance 
In the effort to maintain the acquired standards. The breeds which 
possess, naturally, the approved type for economical functioning 
each for its own purpose, possess untold advantage over those whose 
acquired type must be nursed to keep it constant.

Aberdeen- Angus the Most Economical. 

Any one convinced of the truth of the foregoing —for it is in- 
deed the truth—would have no difficulty in deciding so select the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed of cattle as the most economical beef pro- 
ducers of them all. The tyne that has been accepted as best and 
most profitable for beef production comprehends among other 
things, the following: Objectively—Low station, level alignment, 
deep quarters, smooth covering of flesh, without patches, broad 
loins, well sprung ribs, and the absence of bony knobs here and 
there, which denote hard feeding qualities in all specimens. Sub- 
jectively: Rcbust constitution, hardy digestion and dependable re- 
productive function. The Aberdeen-Angus breed may be depended 
on above all others, to reproduce themselves without the variations 
that are incident to uncertain fixity of type so prevalent in other 
breeds of cattle, due to the diversity of form common to their re- 
mote foundations. It should be deemed unnecessary to argue, with 
the knowing ones, the superiority of the Aberdeen-Angus breed as 
a beef-making machine. All admit it and the fact is accepted 


throughout all the world; not only that, but the superior quality of 
the finished product is so well established it commands a premium 
in all discriminating markets; which is no small item to be consid- 
ered when deciding upon the selection of a breed to consume the 
ae Shs of the country in these days of rigid economy in business 
of all kinds. 


Yet is that all? Not 
by any means! It does 
not seem to be known 
that of all the beef 
breeds, the Aberdeen- 
Angus is the only one 
that was, originally ex- 
clusively a dairy ani- 
mal. Some of the deep- 
est and richest milkers 
of the earth come from 
this breed; and no in- 
itated one doubts the 
trancendent, potential 
but at present, latent 
possibilities of the 
breed for milk produc- 
ing function. All that 
is necessary to develop 
such quality, is to select 
wisely, with that end in 
view, for a few genera- 
tions, and the accomp- 
lishment of complete 
success would be a cer- 
tainty. I am not aware 
of it, if any pure bred 
beef cow, except an An- 
gus, nas ever taken 
premier honors at any 
truly great dairy show. 
At the Show of British Dairy Farmers held in London in 1892 Mr. 
J. F. Spencer’s “Black Bess” was declared the champion over all 
breeds for milk in all points. There are proven instances, almost 
without number, tending to show the consistent milking dependabil- 
ity of the breed. Among which may be mentioned the reports of 
Prof. Brown, of the Ontario College of Agriculture. On testing the 
specific gravity of milk from different breeds, he found in the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus a showing of 111.0, the Hereford grades 106., the 
Shorthorns and Ayrshire grades 103., pure bred Herefords 91.0, 
pure bred Shorthorns 86. ; ; 

For yield of butter the Angus also stood first with 3.72 per 
cent, Hereford grades 2.54, Shorthorn grades 2.31 and the pure 


bred Herefords 2.01. 
“Old Corda” a Great Milker. 


In this connection I am constrained to interpolate our experi- 
ence with the old cow “Corda” the dam of the one time champion 
bull, “Jim Delaney.” She was so endowed with udder dimentions 
that she could not be trusted out of the stall, when fresh, for fear 
of inquiry to the teats from coming in contact with rubbish that 
might be left lying around in the stock runs, such as pieces of four 
by four scantling or other articles of like measurement which, per- 
chance, might present rough surfaces. No calf, in her maturer 
years, was ever able to preform its nursing privileges without hu- 
man aid, because of the physical impossibility of reaching down so 
low; furthermore no calf could seem to make any impression, in 
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the beginning, on her 
volume of milk, howev- 
er long or often it 
might be encouraged to 
try. Unfortunatcly, the 
teats were so short that. 
duiing the first of the 
milking period they 
were so merged with 
the body of the udder 
by general distention, 
as to render it very ard- 
uous work to milk her 
by hand Thcse facts 
made it necessary to is- 
sue orders for all hands 
on the place to milk 
“Old Cerda” at all times 
when not otherwise en- 
gaged; and, more than 
once, a slight rclaxa- 
tion in that task, upon 
the part of some of the 
men, resulted in threat- 
ening seizure of fever. 

The Oatman _ Con- 
densed Milk Company 
conducted a test for 
butter fat contained in 
the milk consigned to 
them regularly by J. H. 
Moore, of Cook County, IIl., the owner of a rather large herd of 
pure bred and grade Aberdeen-Angus cows. The samples tested on 
November 22 averaged 5.85 per cent butter fat; those tested a week 
The sustained tests made from the 
milk of the whole herd averaged from 4 to 4.50 per cent butter fat 
for the entire season. A performance of greater merit than any 
dairy output coming to the factory. 

Thus I might go on beyond the reasonable limits of any maga- 
zine article, detailing concrete instances of creditable milking per- 
formances of the breed. Even then I would not be prepared to take 
the responsibility of unqualifiedly advising breeders to specialize in 
that direction. 

It has been a source of amusement to many who have observed 
the unwarranted exploitation of one of the beef breeds as dual pur- 
pose cattle. 

Such proceedures cannot but have a certain measure of success, 
for the art of breeding, now a days, can compass almost anything, 
but usually at the expense of other, and more to be desired qualities, 
provided the breed does not possess that function as an inherent 
attribute of their nature. 

I have maintained that the Aberdeen-Angus breed could be 
more naturally, and less dangerously exploited for dairy supremacy 
than any other breed, because of the uncontrovertible fact, in their 
history, of original adaptation to that purpose, in the same propor- 
tion that they possess, naturally, the type most profitable for beef 
making out of which it would be as hard to breed them, as it is 
hard to keep from doing, in the cases of the other 
breeds. 

Of all lines of agricultural endeavor I am con- 
vinced that none has more brilliant prospects, for 
future expansion than that of beef production. 

All breeds will go forward, on this continent, as 
never before, reckoning from the standpoint of profit 
in the business. 

Heretofore the great ranges have mace the en- 
terprise uncertain and doubtful; but that is fast be- 
coming a thing of the past. 

Upon all sides circumstances are culminating an 
influence that eventually, is bound to hedge the busi- 
ness into certain circumscribed limits. Then the man, 
of moderate operating scops, will come into his own 
in the beef producing business, and his positicn will, 
at last, become permanent and reliable. 

Those who have, during all the pioneer days, 
faithfully adhered to the comely blacks will reap 
their reward in the sure recognition, by all classes of 
men, of the marvelous money making traits of that 
matchless breed.

The 
pyramids of Egypt bear evidence of the fact that, even 

_in the hoary antiquity of which they speak, cattle were 

esteemed for certain well defined peculiarities. Thus we 

find early man adapting his cattle to his uses, not mere- 
ly by bringing them into subjection, but by breeding 
them by selection. In this process observant students 
d certain information as_ to inherent qualities of the 
meee they were handling. Knowledge ascertained passed 
ae owledge arranged, and then followed the application 
- nis knowledge into a definite system for the preserva- 
. nd development of the discovered qualities. Herein lay the art 
eg say for if the moulding of clay into lovely designs is art, 
et the ractice of ascertained knowledge a science, how much more 
= t sth ace in the moulding of living organisms into uniform- 
ity? This is what the pioneers of our different breeds accomplish- 
i uided only by the laws of heredity and by such natural selec- 
ti ye the growing knowledge of their art commended. 

- Leaving it to naturalists and to scientists to unravel the tangled 

kein of the origin of British domestic cattle, there may in these 
sala be briefly traced the aims and objects which the founders of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed of cattle had in view, the methods by 
which these aims were sought to be accomplished, and the extent to 
which success crowned them. Though Aberdeen-Angus can be trac- 
ed in the county of Aberdeen nearly four hundred years ago, it is 
not much more than a century since systematic steps were taken ‘or 
the improvement of the breed, and for the development of those 
qualities of early maturity and superior fleshing properties which 
were the aims the early improvers set before them. In 1868 there 
was established the first herd of the breed where pedigree records 
were kept, and it is interesting to note in passing the mating sys- 
tem which was followed in the establishment of the foundation ma- 
terial of this herd. Mr. Hugh Watson, who was the pioneer breeder 
of pedigree Aberdeen-Angus cattle, had certain models in his eye in 
the building up of his herd, and one broad general principle he ap- 
plied in his work was to put the best to the best irrespective of af- 
finity of blood. From none but the choicest specimens did he breed, 
and where he thought good would result he did not hesitate to mate 
animals closely related to each other, practising in-and-in breeding 
to a considerable extent, though his natural judgment as a breeder 
led him also to give every consideration to selection. The success 
of his system was shown by the great showyard successes he achiev- 
ed early in his career as a breeder. As early as 1829 he exhibited at 
Smithfield an ox which was greatly admired as a choice butcher’s 
animal, his fat a matter of more consequence than in these days. 
weighing 240 lbs., or about 84 lbs. more 
than the fat of the famous “Durham Ox,” 
which proved such a powerful stimulant 
in increasing interest in the Shorthorn 
breed. 

The next era in the history of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle is marked by the work 
of Mr. Wm. McCombie, and he also start- 
ed on closely allied animals, practicing in- 
and-in breeding to an extent that forms 
an interesting study for the present-day 
breeder, though it is a system that nee‘ 
not be followed nowadays. The line 
breeding which was so skilfully carried on 


great herd were being formed by the late 
Sir George Macpherson Grant, is also a 
marvel of the breeder’s art. Each of 
these breeders—Hugh Watson in found- 
ing the breed, Wm. MeCombie in impart- 
ing to it properties of early maturity and 
in its emancipation, and the late Sir 
George Macpherson Graat in contribut- 
ing so largely to the refinement of. the 
breed—had each definite objects in view. 
and they had perforce to use the mater- 
ials at hand. But all their systems of in- 
breeding and line-breeding, successful as 
showyard records prove them to have 
een in these particular cases, and as the 
unrivalled record of the breed also goes 
to demonstrate, were fraught with dan- 


ger, and present-day circumstances do not justify the practice of 
any such systems. 

This brings us to consider the question of “fashion” in breeding, 
and the extent to which it is warranted. First, however, there may 
be dealt with the point of the extent to which success attended the 
work of these early improvers. Each of them had in view one gen- 
eral ideal, and that was the production of the best type of butcher’s 
animal. The history of Aberdeen-Angus cattle all along the line, 
since that memorable day in 1878 when the breed at the French In- 
ternational Exhibition produced the world’s champion beef produc- 
ing group, eloquently proclaims the brilliant record of the breed in 
every beef raising country of the glcbe. Take Britain’s greatest fat 
stock show, that held at Smithfield, London, and we find that over a 
period of twenty-one years the Aberdeen-Angus has supplied the 
championship upon no fewer than eleven occasions, or more fre- 
quently than all the other breeds put together, while as regards the 
carcass competition pure bred Aberdeen-Angus and crosses of the 
breed are the only sorts that have come out supreme. At Chicago 
eleven out of seventeen single steer championships, thirteen out of 
a like number of carload championships, twelve out of fifteen steer 
herd championships and sixteen out of seventeen carcass champion- 
ships are sufficient proofs that the methods employed by the pion- 
eers of the breed in its early stages worked on proper lines. Cal- 
gary, Edmonton, Brandon, Guelph and Toronto fat stock shows also 
combine in proclaiming the supremacy of the Aberdeen-Angus and 
the success with which the breed was founded as a beef-producer. 

All this involves a great responsibility on present-day breeders, 
who must see to it that those utilitarian qualities which have proved 
so successful in the history of the breed up to the present are not 
impaired. We have said that, with the material at hand now for 
breeders to work upon, there is no necessity or even justification for 
following the system of close breeding practised in the early stages 
of the breed’s history, successful as were the results of that system. 
The danger is all the greater because of the extent to which 
“fashion” is allowed to dominate the systems of present-day man- 
agement. Cattle history is not without its warnings of the evils at- 
tending upon too slavish an adherence to what is after all some 
passing fad or fancy, and Aberdeen-Angus breeders must see to it 
that they steer clear of this rock upon which brilliant reputations 
have already been broken. When a breeder blindly follows a pedi- 
gree craze, his work is not constructive but destructive. 

There are some who would taboo all family distinctions, and who 
would tell us that many of the successful breeders of old when they 
were buying an animal scarcely ever consulted a catalogue. With 
neither of these schools do we agree. The building up of definite

Just when we were all fussed up over the idea that the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed couldn’t possibly exist more than a few weeks 
longer, we learn that its fortunes are to be changed and it is to be 
allowed to come back. The “Doddie” has been going to the eternal 
bow-wows for the last twenty years, it seems, but now, by heck, it is 
coming back and be a real cattle like the Shorthorn and the Here- 
ford. After limping along through the history of the International 
with a mere 54 inter-breed steer grand champions to the magnifi- 
cent sum of 7 rolled up by the builders of the Whiteface and the 
towering total of 6 for the good sports of the Red, White and Roan, 
the breed is going to quit chasing pedigree rainbows and attempt 
to trot in the same class as the two REAL Beef Breeds! Some of 
these evenings we are going to borrow the neighbors ouija board 
and call up Sir George Macpherson Grant and “Willie” Watson and 
find out what they think about this sudden change of plans to 
make the breed the gentlemen’s and the aristocrat’s kind instead 
of the cattle that the farmer and the cattle feeder wants because 
they are the most conomical kind for their wants. 

We'll bet that old scamp of a “Pat” Donohoe will be sore. 
“Pat” is a “pedigree fan” and don’t think any more of a good bull 
than he does of his right leg or Mrs. “Pat.” He’s been fooling a lot 
of the farmers and cattle feeders all these years by giving them 
bulls if they didn’t have the money to pay for them, and now he’s 
got a lot of these young chaps on the farms and on the ranches 
crazy about the kind of cattle that have gone to weeds. There’s 
one young chap—and a decent sort of a fellow, too, we hear—out 
in Colorado who was inveigled into buying a bunch of bulls from a 


fellow in Nebraska who wanted to get rid of a crop of bulls sired 


by one of these bulls “Pat” had worked off on him. Those blamed 
Colorado-bred calves were shipped down to Denver, but the fine, 


upstanding fellows who have the two REAL Beef Breeds were not - 


to be fooled and they saw to it that no grand championships went 
to the kind that have gone to seed on pedigrees. But an Illinois 
man who feeds cattle got hold of the Colorado man and brought 
the calves to Chicago, and here some rough, untutored individual 
who probably works for a living and knows little but beef on the 
hoof put the black calves up to grand championship of the feeder 
division. Worse yet, he repeated the blunder the next year, and

Then there’s “Milt” Tudor, a neighbor of “Pat’s,”’ who has also 
gone pedigree crazy, though the best showing he has ever made 
to prove to the world that his pedigree nonsense means anything 
is to top the Chicago market with a two-year-old steer and then 
to win a carcass grand championship, a class that the breeders of 
the REAL Beef Breeds ignore as much as possible by withholding 
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premium money and encouragement. It’s only a class fop 
wearing overalls anyway, as the cattle are always killed bef ’

What could you expect from him and his veil 
Earl Ryan, then, but a craze for “line breeding” and “fashionable 
cattle.” Ryan, by the way, backslid from the Shorthorn see 
which in itself is enough to show he couldn’t trot in such a hi i 
class bunch. Of course, this pair uses some bulls good onal 
win championships around at the shows, regardless of whether th 
can be called Blackcaps or Trojan Ericas; in fact, they pati 
“Barbara” bull that they have been using as a herd bull and ths 
bull was bred to a cow that sold for $10,000 in their sale. , 
That $10,000 sale, however, was to another “pedigree crazy” 
breeder who backs calf clubs and helps his State College buy a 
of those “Blackcap” bulls. His name is Carl A. Rosenfeld and 
while the gentlemen from Uruguay only took two of his cattle at 


private sale last spring, and another one from the firm already

But to get outside the state of Iowa, and we find the con- 
tagion is spreading “Louie” Campbell, one considered safe and 
sound in the Minnesota ranks, has bought a “Trojan-Erica” bull in 
Scotland and can hardly wait till he gets over to get him at work 
on his herd. ' 

Then, there’s Clarence W. Eckardt, of New York City, who has 
another imported line-bred bull and is building up a bunch of Tro- 
jan-Ericas. Even down in Tennessee they are getting “pedigree 
crazy” and rolling the other two breeds that are bred right out of 
the path. While Illinois, Indiana and Missouri each has a number 
of herds that are getting into the bad habit of following in the 
footsteps of these men already mentioned. 


Of course, of the 25,000 members and non-members who breed | 
Aberdeen-Angus either as grades or pure breds, there are probably — 
20,000 who don’t know a pedigree from a scrap of paper, and of 


the other 5,000 probably only a mere hundred show breeding ani- 
mals or hold annual sales. Of that hundred left most of them are 
“shirt-sleeve men” who have used their cattle to buy farms and 
lift mortgages. So, of course, it is no wonder with so few high 
class business men who can steer the brecd along safe and sane 
channels that it has gotten into such a bad way. Still we have 
warned the men who are breeding Aberdeen-Angus (or rather 
pedigrees) and if they don’t take heed, we don’t know what we 
will do about it. . 

But, as we sit at our typewriter trying to unwind ourself from 
the depths of gloom, we learn that the day is at hand when the 
“Doddies” are to be bred again with a view to real merit, and we 
bow our head in thanks to the Almighty which has seen fit to allow 
this to be.

OME considerable time ago, you wrote asking me to give 
you an account of how the breed was progressing in 
South Africa. I intended to have replied ere this, but 
have been unable to do so till now. 

The four principal shows are as follows: Johannes- 
burg, Bulawayo, Marclyburg, Salisbury. The Aberdeen- 
Angus were well to the fore at all the shows, particular- 
ly at Bulawayo, where the entries exceeded any of the 

other breeds. The two cash prizes of £115 each attracted many 

exhibitors. The one for the best bull over two years, fell to Mr. 

Parr’s British Peer;’” the reserve being my bull “Emigrant of Crom- 

dale.” In the competition for the thousand-guineas trophy for the 

best bull, any age, and any breed, in which hundreds of bulls com- 
peted, two Aberdeen-Angus were in the first four selected. The 
results were as foilows: 

Trophy winner—Raikby Blenheim—Shorthorn- 

Reserve—British Peer—Aberdeen-Angus. 

Third—Deomby Damocles—Hereford. 

Fourth—Emigrant of Cromdale—Aberdeen-Angus. 

Fifth—Westaire Buccaneer—Lincoln Red. 

For the competition for the best animal in the show of any 
breed, a magnificent Aberdeen-Angus Cow, “Simple of Maisemore,” 
was placed first, beating the thousand-guinea Trophy winner, Raik- 
by Blenheim.” British Peer, Aberdeen-Angus, was placed third in 
this competition. Although this trophy, (the thousand-guinea) has 
been in existance for many years, we have been unable to secure it 
for a Doddie. 

I hear the American Hereford Breeders are sending out a top 


notcher to compete in May, 1920. They realize they may dro 
lot on him when he is sold, but they reckon the advertisement al 
make this good. 

I think you ought to approach some of the Doddie breeders and 
see what can be done to uphold the Doddies in this country, I 
certain they are just as enterprising as the Hereford men, Should 
they decide to send out a bull, if they consign it to me, care of 
Dent & Goodwin, Forwarding Agents, Capetown, I would gee th 
animal was well looked after and prepared for the show, and po 
wards sold to the best advantage. 

The animal would have to be selected as soon as possible, and 
should reach Capetown in January, but not later than the middle of 
March, to allow for rest and preparation for the shows in April ang 
May; best age, two years to five years. 

I am sorry I have been unable to send you a photo of British 
Peer and Simple of Maisemore, but I enclose a few prints of some 
of the animals and points of the ranch which may prove of interest, 

I am now on my way to England, but expect to be back in 
Rhodesia about January. I should liked very much to have run oye; 
to visit some of your shows, but I hear there is great difficulty jn 
obtaining a passage at present. 

The two largest ranchers we have in Rhodesia are the British 
South Africa Company and Leibegs. They both go in extensively 
for Aberdeen-Angus bulls to breed up from the scrub cattle of the 
country.

° Kansas City, Mo.: Receipts of cattle at Kansas City during 
the first eleven months of 1919, totaled 2,487,981, showing a de. 
crease of 8.6 per cent as compared with receipts during the cor. 
responding period last year. While the receipts during January 
and February this year were greater than those of January and 
February last year, the receipts of each of the subsequent months 
were less than those of the corresponding months of 1918. Despite 
the decrease for the year to date, the total for the eleven months 
stands second largest on record. Calf receipts during the eleven 
months numbered 361,715 and were 21.1 per cent greater than the 
calf receipts of the same period in 1918 and exceeded the total for 
that year, a record up to that time by 35,731. The combined re- 
ceipts of cattle and calves for the eleven months, 2,849,698 head 
were 5.7 per cent less than those of the first eleven months of last 
year but are second largest on record. Feeder purchases of cattle 
during the first eleven months, totaled 948,369 head, being less 
than 1 per cent greater than the number purchased during the 
corresponding period last year, while country purchases of calves 
during the same period, 17,762 head, showed a decrease of 50.6 per 
cent as compared with the number purchased during the corres- 
ponding months last year. This decrease is attributed to the scare- 
ity of well bred Pan Handle calves for which buyers at this mar- 
ket always are keen bidders and for which, in their opinion, there 
are no substitutes and also to the high prices prevalent for heavy 
and medium weight killing calves——Live Stock and Meat Trade 
Vews.

Cattle on Full Feed in Oklahoma 


Oklahoma City, Okla.: Feed pens adjacent to the cotton oil 
companies throughout southern Oklahoma, are being filled with 
cattle for fall feeding. It is estimated the amount of meal and cake 
going direct to ranches this year, will be fully 50 per cent below 
that used last year but the number of cattle fed and retained at 
cotton oil mill centers will show no material decrease. Cotton oil 
companies, located at Oklahoma City, report that the 2,000 head 
which are being fed there at this time, will soon be increased by 
several hundred head while the mills at Stroud, Lawton, Chickasha, 
McAlester and throughout the Ardmore district, are holding as 
many cattle as they can conveniently accommodate. The excessive 
rains in these localities, are causing the greatest hindrance in feed- 
ing cattle, the feed pens becoming so muddy, it is almost impossible 
10 serve the feed troughs by wagon and teams, and the unclosed 
rattle find it difficult to move about freely. On account of the 
>mergency freight rate made by the railroad administration to the 
lrought areas in the northwestern states, some mills report they 
ire shipping as high as 75 per cent of their entire production 
hose states. -—ive Stock and Meat Trade News.

to lose sight of the family dis- 
ery built up even as many of them are 
on the acievements of some far-removed an- 
estrss. In pedigree also we recognize a 
factor of prime importance for the guidance 
of the breeder in the work of further devel- 
oping his breed. There is a value in pedi- 
ree which can never be set aside, and we 
demur altogether at the idea that breeders 
may be indifferent on this point. We hold, 
subject to certain qualifications, that, in the 
selection of a sire for instance, one of the 
prime considerations is the question of pedi- 


gree. 
Such an authority as the late Dr. Clement 
Stephenson, one of England’s most success- 
ful breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, may 
be quoted: —“If to a bull’s personal qualities 
he adds descent from good parents, and be- 
longs to a prolific, long-lived, sound family, 
that is the bull to buy, and to obtain him 
neither trouble nor money should be spared. 
Observant breeders quickly realize the all- 
pervading powers of heredity and atavism. 
To breed good animals we must start with 
good parents, and to prevent any ill results 
from atavism, we must as far as possible 
make sure that the ancestors of the animals 
we breed from were good ones. I have great 
faith in a good pedigree, and I would not 
buy any animal unless the pedigree pleased 
me. The pedigree is the title;deed by which 
we know whether or not its possessor is a 
good and safe investment. The so-called 
fashionable pedigree or the long pedigree, is 
no guarantee of excellence, and both may be 
rendered cbjectionable by the inclusion of 
some inferior animal in them. Neither is the 
ordinary pedigree, where simply the direct 
sires and dams are given, to be implicitly re- 
lied upon. To establish a good pedigree it 
should be possible to trace every animal to 
its foundation, and in none of the collateral 
branches must there be a stain. At the 
same time individual merit must be our first 
consideration, and the pedigree comes after- 
wards.” 


The last sentence contains a truism that 


will be denied by none, and yet we are not - 


sure that its teaching is very rigidly applied 
in present-day breeding methods. There is 
a very evident tendency among many breed- 
ers of the present cay both in Great Britain 
and in America to attach far too much im- 
portance to the mere paper pedigree. This 
is not in the best interests of any breed of 
cattle, and it is not constructive brecding; 
too often it proves the very reverse. 


Taking the registrations in recent volumes 
ef the Abcrdcen-Angus herd book it will be 
found that there are somewhere between two 
hundred and three hundred distinct, recog- 
nized families of Aberdeen-Angus cattle— 
surely one would think a wide enough field 
from which to make selections. And yet a 
good many of these families are, through 
Sheer neglect, being almost entirely lost to 
the breed in the senseless rush after so-cal)- 
ed “fashion.” There is no doubt but that 
this “fashion” has some justification in the 
past achievements of representatives of the 
breed, but it is an unwise policy to say that 
an animal because it belonged to some well- 
recognized fashionable family is bound to be 
good enough to breed from, while by the 
same ruling there are set aside undoubted 
claims by representatives of other lines of 


breeding or families, whose only fault may 
be that popular fancy relegates them to the 
ranks of the plebeians. 


_ The most numerously represented families 
in Great Britain at present are Ericas and 
Prides of Aberdeen, of the latter of which 
there are, of course, several distinct branch- 
es, the favorite branches being descended 
through Pride of Mulben, which gave so 
many valuable animals to the Ballindalloch 
herd, and K Prides, which come through 
Kindness of Ballindalloch. For a long time 
Ericas were very scarce, and for this very 
reason they were always in great demand 
on the rare occasions upon which they came 
on the market. At the same time it has to 


-be said that no family has greater showyard 


honors to its credit, and even yet it can more 
than hold its own in this respect, though it 
has now got so numerous and into so many 
hands that the same amount of care is not 
bestowed upon it, as when it was in com- 
paratively few hands. 


There may be taken for instance the latest 
sale at Perth, which is the principal event of 
the Aberdeen-Angus year in Britain, and the 
four hundred entries at which constitute as 
representative a collection, in point of dif- 
ferent families, as it would be possible to 
bring together. Over eight classes at the 
show in connection with this sale forty-four 
places in the prize list were indicated, and 
of these, twenty-one, or practically one-half, 
fell to the lot of the Erica family, while sev- 
en fell to the representatives of the Pride of 
Aberdeen family, four to the representatives 
of the Blackbird branch of the Lady Idas, 
and three each to the Jilts, and the Miss 
Burgesses. 


Now it so happens that these five families 
are, with the very sparsely-represented fam- 
ily of Georgians of Burnside, the most nopu- 
lar strains of breeding in the Aberdeen-An- 
gus world. Of the Ericas it has further to 
be noted that in six classes for bulls, the 
leader in five of them was of that family, 
and the judges’ verdict therefore was in 
keeping with public estimation, which put 
their value at an average of £1,711, the three 
top prices being 2,800 guineas, 2,800 guineas 
and 2,100 guineas. There is, therefore, on 
the face of these facts, some justification 
for the special favor shown for this family. 
There is danger too, however, for, because a 
few representatives of a family prove their 
superiority over all others, it must not, as 
is too frequently the case, be taken for 
granted that all Ericas are good. The same 
has to be said of those other families which 
enjoy the greatest popularity. Equally true 
is it that not all the so-called “plain-bred” 
animals are bad. Some are good, some are 
bad, just as the recognized “aristrocrats” of 
the breed are, and it is here that far-seeing 
breeders are breaking off from the crowd, 
and using a wise discretion in selecting the 
stock for their herds. It will not do to whit- 
tle down the breed to some half dozen fam- 
ilies, and to neglect the other three hundred 
families. And this is what is being done 
by far too many, with the result that some 
good old families are even already almost 
entirely lost to the breed, while others are 
following fast. 

A reaction must set in, and the sooner it 
is taken up by the leading breeders the bet- 
ter for the interests of the breed as a whole. 
Why is not more patronage bestowed on 
those families, plebeian though they may be, 
but valuable nevertheless, which are included 


in a common rank with the Lucys of Drum- 


in, and the Miss Coplands? Both these are 
very old-established families, and we men- 
tion them specially because they are now 
held in so little repute, and at the same time 
because in the United States of America they 
have, by the results of the International, 
proved two of the most successful show fam- 
ilies. On their merits as individuals there- 
fore these “old-fashioned” families deserve 
consideration, and the appeal is made to all 
who have a true interest in the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed to help to break down this 
growing conservatism, and to give merit its 
due, however lowly be the blood which the 
black coat encases. 


There is no breed of cattle with a reputa- 
tion to uphold of such brilliancy as the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. Smithfield and all the great 
fat stock shows and cattle markets of Brit- 
ain ring with its praises as a beef-producer. 
Chicago and the shows of the Canadian West 
have a similar tale to relate, of how these 
sable beauties, the output of broad-minded 
pioneers of the breed, have earned more 
fame in the leading beef tests than all the 
other breeds of beef cattle. 


New countries, such as Argentina, Brazil, 
Australia, New Zealand, and, greatest of all, 
South Africa, are taking up the breed, and 
it is for those in the old-established centres 
of the breed to see that they remain true to 
its best and widest interests, bestowing pat- 
ronage where merit claims it, refusing to 
cast aside even the “common clay,” but fash- 
ioning it with the artist’s skill into a thing 
of value, and assigning it its appropriate 
place in that great structure of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding which every breeder, wheth- 
er he be conscious of the fact or not, is by 
= methods, either building up or pulling 

own.

Co-operation, in- 
deed, is the keynote of the industry’s success, 
and the possibilities of an Association, work- 
ing in harmony, are limitless, compared to 
the work of breeders working individually. 

An invitation is extended to every Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder in Ontario to send the 
nominal fee of $1.00 to secretary James 
Bowman, Guelph, Ontario, and become an 
active member. 

It was decided at this meeting to hold a 
sale in the pavilion at Guelph on Tuesday, 
February 3d, and the annual meeting of the 
Association will be called for that date. 
Some fifty head will be offered and breeders 
were requested to enter their best represen- 
tations. A quality offering such as is pledg- 
ed for this sale, should attract buyers from 
far and near and add much to the promo- 
tion of Aberdeen-Angus interests throughout 
the Dominion.

The 36th Annual Ontario Provincial Win- 
ter Fair, December 5 to 11, was the most 
successful ever staged in Guelph. While 
thirty-six successive shows have been held, 
it has only been at the past three that pure 
bred cattle have been exhibited. With the 
addition of the cattle feature the show has 
grown to such magnitude that present quar- 
ters are crowded to the limit and plans are 
under way for the construction of buildings 
in which to hold a National show at Toronto. 

Ten herds were represented in the Aber- 
deen-Angus classes. They were not as high- 
ly fitted as show cattle in the more import- 
ant fairs in the States, but compared quite 
favorable in quality, especially is this true of 
the females. 

No aged class is provided for either bulls 
or females, and the first to face Judge 
Harry Smith, a Shorthorn breeder of Exeter, 
Ont., was heifers two years and under three. 
In this class, which included five entrants, 
James Bowman’s E. P. Rosebud 29th and 
Lowe and Heibens Middlebrook Pride 21st 
were quickly moved to the top. The judge 
deliberated for some time. It was a contest 
petween types. The Bowman entry, smooth, 
effeminate and typically Angus, finally won 
over her opponent possessed of wonderful 
scale. 

More quality was displayed in the year- 
ling heifer class in which nine were shown.
